Reports from farm laborers e m ­ 
ployed on the Schumacher farm are 
t h a t the lightning struck a hay shed 
and barn measuring 40 by IOO feet 
tw o stories high and this and IOO 
tons of hay were destroyed, the loss 
being approximately 15,000, fully In­ 
sured. 
By heroic work of th e hired 
men on the place and the fa r m e r s in 
t h e vicinity, the blaze was checked 
from fu rth e r spread.
